Janesville’s high 
school building 
w ill be a model one if the commission­ 
ers do not run short of funds. 
It will 
have two floors besides the basement 
and attic, virtually a four-story build 
ing, with a capacity to comfortably 
accommodate four hundred pupils. 
There will be two exits—one on the 
north, or Dodge street end, and one on 
High, or the east side front. 
Hall­ 
w ays fourteen feet wide will furnish 
passage ways to the several rooms and 
departm ents of 
the school. 
There 
w ill be two staircases leading to the 
upper floors and to the basement. 
Booms w’ll be provided in the build 
ing for recitations, and the different 
science classes and laboratory, rooms 
for the board of education and clerk, 
superintendent’s office, etc. 
The plans were pretty thoroughly 
discussed by the commissoners last 
evening, and general detals were out­ 
lined as above, the m atter of securing 
plans in accordance therew ith being 
left with a special committee consist­ 
ing of McLean, Anderson and Clem­ 
ons. 
The idea was generally expressed 
th a t the cost of site and building, not 
including the heating apparatus and 
furnishings, should not exceed $40, 
OOO, which would leave $15,000 be­ 
sides the premium on the bond, for 
heating apparatus and the furnish­ 
ings. 
A. W. Cole, a Chicago architect, was 
present a t the board meeting to offer 
his services in preparing plans, but no 
action other than the appointm ent of 
the committee, was taken. 
The com­ 
m ittee has not yet held a meeting on 
the subject, but will meet in a day or 
tw o and subm it propositions to the 
different architects who desire to draw 
plans for the new build'ng. 
No action was taken In relation to 
purchasing a site for the building. 
“ We did not have the funds to pay 
for the site,” said one of the commis­

It Lived in Colom bo and Wan Probably 
Two Hundred Years Old. 
There are very few of the thou­ 
sands of passengers who annually 
pass through Colombo on their way 
to or from the A ustralian colonies 
or the far east who have failed to 
sec the well-known tortoise at “ Up­ 
lands.’’ 
These will hear with regret 
th at the venerable reptile which has 
spent some one hundred and fifty 
yaars of its life in th a t healthy spot 
has a t last breathed its last as a pro­ 
test against its removal inland. 
Its 
actual age was probably 200 years. 
It measured six feet from snout to 
tail and its shell measured four feet 
six inches. 
Its probable name is 
testudo elephantopis, though some 
erroneously speak of it as testudo 
indicus, another large variety. 
The 
original home of the species was the 
Seychello and M auritius groups of 
islands, but sailing vessels found 
them very convenient as a reserve 
of live fresh m eat in the event of 
scurvy breaking out, and as a resu lt 
they have been at last restricted to 
one island—Aldabra island, to the 
north of Madagascar. 
Even here 
they are alm ost extinct, and would 
have been so long since had not 
Lord Slanmoro, then Sir A. Gordon, 
made it worth the natives1 while to 
preserve them by demanding, in his 
capacity of governor of M auritius, 
an annual tribute of two-specimens. 
The tradition w ith respect to the 
Colombo tortoise is th at it was sent 
to Ceylon from Java, as a present to 
tho governor, who in those days was 
a Dutchman. 
W hether th at be so or 
no, it is certain th at tho creature 
was quite a t homo in 1706, when the 
Dutch rule was replaced by our own. 
Through all the events which have 
occurred since those days the reptile 
has m aintained its quiet existence, 
excepting for a struggle it is said to 
have successfully m aintained against 
no less than seven men who en­ 
deavored to remove ii to the grounds 
wherein an exhibition was being 
held, and for such little excitem ent 
as m ight have been occasioned from 
tim e to time by tho carrying of half 
a 
dozen 
delighted 
children 
on 
its back. 
Recently, 
however, 
the 
local governm ent acquired Uplands 
as a site for a graving dock, and 
claimed the tortoise—for which Dr. 
G unther of the B ritish museum, is 
said to have unsuccessfully offered , 
£ 10.some years ago—as p art of it 9 * 
bargain. 
As soon as the work was 
begun the creature was moved to the . 
V ictoria park about a mile inland, \ 
where it sickened and died in less 
than a month. 
Mr. H a’ey, the di­ 
rector of tho local museum, im m e-) 
diately inquired of the governor 
w hether it was to bo preserved and 
kept in Colombo or sent to the B rit­ 
ish museum, which is said to have a 
claim upon i t 
The decision has 
been to retain it in tho island, and 
the 
shell 
has 
accordingly been 
stuffed and added to tho attractio n s 
of the museum in Colombo.

THE H ERO INE OF O RL E ANS AND 
HER BIRTHPLACE. 


at 


A Visit to the Spot Made Sacred My 
This Noble Daughter of France—How 
She Delivered Her Country to Die 
th* Stake. 
jf rfO A N OF 
ARC’S 
birthplace at Dom- 
remy - la - Uucelle, 
lies in the classic 
nil of Lorraine, 
in the valley of the 
Meuse, 
and 
u p 
against a low ridge 
covered 
p a r t l y 
w i t Ii vineyards— 
partly w ith woods. 
At best it is bu t a 
poor cluster of m ortar houses shelter­ 
ing not quite 300 souls. 
As the rail­ 
road station is at Domremy-Maxey, 
some tw enty m inutes off, you have a 
walk 
across 
the 
meadows, fairly 
throbbing w ith the flutter and trills 
of the larks, before you enter the 
ham let where the miraculous maid 
was born in I tl l, and whence she 
w ent forth when she was IS to exhort 
the king and save France. 
The home of Joan of Arc is in reality 
an old-fasioned farm house, somewhat 
embellished in the style of the fif­ 
teen th century. 
It has the sloping, 
one-sided roof characteristic of French 
farm-houses. 
The old tiles, once red, 
are now a russet brown. 
The win­ 
dows are framed in stone. 
The nar­ 
row doorway is carried up into a 
richly gothic point, which contains 
the fleurs-de-lis of France and the 
coats of arm s of the allied families of 
Thiesselin and d’Arc. 
Above is the 
strangely modern - sounding m otto 
“ Vive Labeur 1481,” and below “ Vive 
Le Roy Louis.” 
A niche over the doorway contains I 
w h a t deserves to be called a truty re­ 
m arkably statue of Joan of Arc, the 
w ork of a sculptor of Lorraine, who 
had know n her. 
The original m arble 
sta tu e is kept in the interior of the 
house, the copy on the outside being 
in bronze. 
She is kneeling, bare­ 
headed, w ith hands folded, and clad 
in a complete suit of armor; greaves, 
breastplate, and alk 
A sword hangs 
by her side. 
Her hair falls down her 
back in long waves, and her wom an’s 
form shows plainly in the cut of her 
k n ig h t^ accoutrements. 
As a work of a rt this statue m ust be 
reckoned som ew hat crude, if not b ad­ 
ly proportioned. 
In fact, 
the front 
view is alm ost ludicrous. 
Rut the side 
view brings out the devout and spirit- 1 
u a l elem ent of the work. 
It reveals 
th e essentially noble feeling which 
m ust 
have 
moved 
the 
u n ­ 
nam ed 
artist, 
when he placed the 
steel-clad maid upon her knees. Joan's 
po rtrait 
was never 
painted; 
this 
statue must, therefore, be considered 
the nearest approach to a likeness 
now in existence. 
W hatever the limi­ 
tations of his art, the sculptor knew 
how to express the contrast between 
h er pure, wom anly nature and her 
m annish attire, between her deeply 
religious tem peram ent and her w ar­ 
like career. 
In his treatm en t of the 
simple girlish features he showed him­ 
self an idealist, b u t in the details of 
pose and dress an uncompromising 
realist. 
On the whole, Jo a n ’s statue a t Dora- 
rem y may serve to symbolize the mod­ 
ern woman in her best aspirations; 
n eith er effeminate nor masculine; do­ 
ing w h at she finds to do, undeterred 
by outw ard conventional considera­ 
tions; changing her very dress to suit 
h er mission if need be; retaining her 
womanliness throughout her contact 
w ith the world of work. 
The first room you en ter is the 
kitchen, and general living room of 
th e family. Here Joan probably spent 
m any a w inter evening, sewing by the 
firelight and listening to the tales of 
English invasion, brought by w ander­ 
ing pilgrims. 
It is, of course, very 
difficult to distinguish the original 
from the restored; b u t the guardian 
insists th a t an iron plaque a t the back 
of the hearth, and a certain wooden 
beam projecting from the walls, date 
from Joan's day. 
At all events, the 
la tte r is carefully covered w ith wire 
grating, to preserve it from w hittling 
tourists. 


A little house in the grounds has been 
fitted up as a museum, w here pictures 
and banners of no particular value are 
exhibited. 
The tru th is the city of 
Orleans has collected 
pretty much 
everything of 
interested connected 
with the Maid, and Rouen has stored 
its library w ith a vast literature re­ 
lating to her. 
A visit to Demreiny is, 
therefore, mainly interesting as giving 
us the environm ent in which the Maid 
fitted herself for her heroic life and 
martyrdom. 
Through her untiring efforts, Charles 
VII. was at length crowned king of the 
whole of France a t Rheims. 
With 
th a t her work was done and the day 
of her sufferings had dawned. 
In­ 
trigues were set on foot against her at 
the French c o u rt 
The king she had 
crowned tu rn ed his back upon her. 
She was maligned, insulted, accused 
of practicing the black a r t 
In 1430, 
a year after the siege of Orleans, the 
B urgundians captured her at Com- 
piegne 
and 
delivered 
her over to 
the English, 
their allies. 
She was 
taken to Rouen, and ultim ately con­ 
demned for sorcery, and b u rn t at the 
stake, after the horror of a mock trial 
—a young girl of IO. 
It is, perhaps, 
the most pitiable blot on the history of 
the English people—this insensate act 
of butchery. 
Opposite the house, in a little grove 
of pines, a bust of Joan was unveiled 
w ith great pomp in 1820. 
Alas, it is a 
horrible travesty upon her simplicity. 
They have made of the high-minded 
peasant girl a court lady of the time 
of the Restoration, w ith bare shoulders 
and bosom, a diadem in lier hair, and 
waving plumes. 
And the pity of it is, 
th a t this bust should have been so 
highly esteemed, th a t countless en ­ 
gravings were made of it, so th a t it 
may still be seen in many a cottage of 
Lorraine. 
Joan worshipped oftenest in the 
parish church. 
The original structure 
was destroyed during her lifetime; the 
present one contains really nothing of 
interest, unless we can except the 
mediocre statue on the left of the 
church door, 
which represents her 
kneeling w ith arm and face upturned 
to heaven.
